Samuel Lover Was a Gifted Artist as 'Well 


as n Writer. 


Mrc. Fauny Sohmid, daughter of 


Samuel Lover and mother of Victor 
Herbert, the American musician, con- 
tributes a paper of reminiscences of 
"Tho Author of 'Rory O'Hoore'" to 
The Century. After describing Loverfs 
first employment in his father's counting 
room Mrs. Schmid says: At 10 years of 
age ho left his homo in spite of the op- 
position of his father and resolved to go 
his own way, depending solely on his 
own mental exertions for earning hia 
bread. This shows his character in its 
true light, for, although distinguished 
by au enchanting amibility and cheer- 
fulness, yet he had an iron will, aa un- 
tiring industry and perfect self depend- 
ence. 


At first, he managed to support him- 


self by executing for physicians draw- 
ings, which were destined to appear in 
(anatomical works, and had, of course, 
to be remarkably accurate. 
It is the 


moro extraordinary that ho was able to 
do this, as he had never been taught to 
draw and had up to that time practiced 
the art only for his amusement in 
leisure hours. 


With patient industry he daily im- 


proved himself in miniature painting 
and was soon able to establish himself 
as a portrait painter in Dublin. This re- 
mained his principal profession through 
lite, although he practiced many branch- 
es of art besides. 


Having painted everybody in Dublin 


who wished to be painted (as ho himself 
used to express it), after the lapse of a 
considerable time he decided on shifting 
tho scene of hi1; efforts to London, where 
nn endless field of action presented it- 
self 
Tho groundwork of all his future 


activity had in tho meantime been laid 
in Dublin He had been contributing to 
various magazines, and also making 
many charming drawings for them, 
which had appeared as wood engravings. 


The first and second series of the hu- 


morous and racy "Legends and Stories 
of Ireland" had appeared in London and 
had been received with great favor by 
the public and the press in England as 
well as in Ireland. 


The first song which ho succeeded in 


selling to a publisher ho would not take 
money for, but arranged to take a guitar 
in exchange, as ho had long wished to 
possess such au instrument, but had as 
yet not been able to buy ono. How little 
ho dreamed at that 
N>timo of tho thou- 


sands of pounds that would be made by 
his pongs in tho future! Unfortunately 
the publiphers got tho lion's share of the 
profits.

Telia linga, Birds and Beasts When 
Thero 7s Ooiue to Be a Storm—A Frog 
Tli»<-. CUrabs a Ladder to Give Warninfc. 


The spider |s a good example of the 


Irving barometer. Close observation of 
tho work 011 its web castle will soon en- 
able ono tc) forecast tho weather. When 
a high wind or a heavy rain threatens, 
tho npider may be seen taking in sail 
with great energy—that is, shortening 
I ha rope filaments thaHf sustain the web 
structure. If the storm is to t)6 unusual- 
ly severe or of long duration, the ropes 
uro strengthened as well as shortened, 
(ho better to resist the onset of tho ele- 
ments. Not until pleasant weather is 
again close at hand will tho ropes be 
lengthened as before. On the contrary, 
when yon see tho spider running out 
l,ho Rlendor filaments, it is certain that 
calm, fine weather has set in, whose 
duration may be • measured by their 
elongation. 


Every 84 hours the spider makes some 


alteration in its web to suit the weather. 
If these changes are made toward even- 
ing, just, before sunset, a fine clear night 
may bo safely counted upon. When the 
spider sits quiet and dull in "the middle 
of its web, rain is not far off. If it bo 
active, however, and continues so dur- 
ing a shov>cr, then it will bo of brief 
duration, and silnttino vnll follow. 


These various indication's may be wit- 


nessed and studied to the best advantage 
in the open air, Bnt yon need not al- 
ways go cntOcors to w.itch the spider 
baronictc'r. 11" ;o .up few houses where 
tte crafty cieuCi 10 c'ccs not find an ob- 
scure corner v>U iciu to., swing its sigii- 
botiid, ''Flies i4.Lru in and done for 
here." Watch these places, and when 
you see the spidcrn coming out on the 
vails more freely tbau usual yon may 
bo sure that rain is near. 


There aio individuals who would not 


keep a stock ct spiders about their prern- 
ipes for the express purpose of prophesy- 
ing 11-e wather from their movements, 
ani! tbo ciimity felt Ly tho good house- 
maid for I liia particular species of ani- 
mal is notorious. Those individuals can 
study the movements of their own do- 
mestic animals. Oats and dogs are given 
to scratching and other vmeusy move- 
ments on the approach of vaiuy weather, 
and their fur looks less bright raid glos- 
sy. Hordes and cattle stretch their necks 
and sniff tho air. Sheep become frolic- 
some or tarn their bucks to the wind 
and quoirel frequently. Goats blent in- 
cessantly and ler.YO tho hilltop.* for moro 
sheltered spota Pigs ran uneasily about, 
carrying straw to the sty, and 110 longer 
wallow in tho mud and mire. Fowls 
huddle together in tho farmyard with 
drooping viugs, and the air is filled 
with' the clamorous cackle of geese and 
ducka. Those who live in tho country 
and spend much time ill the open air 
have the advantage of observing the 
movements of wild animals and of feel- 
ing keenly in thoir own persons tho op- 
erations of tho changing atmospherical 
conditions. 
Moles become moro active 


in digging, stoats and weasels become 
unusually restless and uneasy, and tlio 
hedgehog fortifies his eave against the 
coming storm with an unfailing provi- 
sion which has earned for him a most en- 
viable reputation as a weather prophet. 


Wild birds niiiko still better objects 


of observation, because 111 (ho "largo 
air" their actions aro rahiiy noted. 
Crows and swallows remain, near home 
when a tempest is brewing; seagulls no 
longer venture out to seaj but hover 
over the fields or fly inland when wind 
and rain, are near; swallows fly low 
and skim the water, and the robin broods 
melancholy in tho bush or seeks t^e 
shelter of a neighboring roof, \r^eso ^e 
only a few of tho mauy_ cr^iturcs of tho 
fields and the air w^ch enable a man 
Who has eyep to see |0 forecast the 
weather cluring the next few hours. Tho 
explanation of all this is to be found in 
the exceeding sensitiveness of most ani- 
mals, especially thoso v hieh are more 
or less wild, to atmospherical condi- 
tions. They aro all constantly making 
forecasts after their own manner, uiid, 
as we Jiave hinted, they are far more 
trustworthy than any devices of man to- 
ward this end. 


Several ingenious aitempts have re- 


cently been made to turn this unfailing 
instinct to some commercial use. A 
number of very unique living barome- 
ters have been put upon tho^arkot. 
Tho cheapest, and tho ono which will 
probably become the moat popular, is 
the frog barometer. A small green frog 
is found in Germany which always 
comes out of the water when cold or 
wet weather is nppioaching. 
Those 


frogs aro caught and kept in glass jars 
furnished with a tiny ladder and half 
filled with water. Tho frog weather 
prophet sits high and dry on tho top of 
his ladder for several hours before a 
storm and climbs down to tho bottom 
when the weather is to bo fair and 
clear. Other remarkable weather proph- 
ets are leeches, and we have heard of a 
old meteorologist who adjusted his ba- 
rometer in such a way that the leeches 
would ring a. little bell whenever a 
storm was approaching raid would re- 
inaiu silent when the weather was fair 
or setting fair. Those creatures will 
also indicate the weather in the same 
way as tho green frog referred to. If 
kept iu a jar filled with water, they 
will climb up the sides when it is about 
to rain, and gather round the top.—Lou- 
don Standard.

The Trusts and the law. 


The i ecent decision of the U. S. Su- 


preme Court holding that /the agree- 
ment of the Trans-Missouri Freight 
Association was a violation of the anti- 
trust-law of 1890, is creating no end of 
excitement among railroud officials. 
President M. E. laealls, of the '-Big 
Four" soys: 


'I helped to draw up the original 


agreement of the General Traffic Asso- 
ciation and it was on a line with the 
decision of the Circuit Court which 
has been reversed. If that decision 
had been upheld I am sure our agree- 
ment would have been, but although 
at this time I had my doubts about it. 
When the Circuit Cotirt decision is re- 
versed by the Supreme Court it seems 
to me that there is no possibility of an 
association or agreement for legally 
maintaining rates. 


'United States District Attorney Mc- 


Farland, who represents th.3 Govern- 
meet in this week's hearing before the 
Circuit Court, expressed the opinion 
that the Supreme Court decision might 
be taken as completely overthrowing 
the Joint Traffic Association. Mr. Mc- 
Farlandsaid: 'The association will be 
forced to dissolve, you may put it as 
strongly as you like. It cannot con- 
tinue, at least in anything like its pres- 
ent shope. The Trans-Missouri Associ- 
ation was a mere suckling infant in 
comparison with the Joint Traffic As- 
sociation and the point against the 
Western Board applies equally against 
the Eastern one. The decision utterly 
overthrows the position taken by Judge 
Wheeler in the Circuit Court in our 
case, and also controverts the findings 
of that Judge in the Circuit Court of 
Appeals this week. What action will 
new be taken on the Joint Traffic As- 
sociation case, in view of this decision, 
I have not yet determined.' " 


From the above it would seem that 


unless something enexpeeted 
takes 


place, the people will have an opportu- 
nity to see what effect will follow the 
enforcement of the anti-trust law. Its 
advocates have claimed that it will re- 
sult in cheaper fares and freights, 
while no doubt the railroads insist 
it will result in ruinous competition to 
them. These times, the farmers the 
country over, compete one against the 
other, they are not in a position to do 
any other way, and the same is true of 
the much larger part of the laboring 
population; under such circumstances 
it would seem as though, if the farmers 
and laborers can exist, the railroads 
ought to, provided, they do not try to 
pay interest on too much fictitious cap 
ital.
